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DETAILED ACTION 

The following restriction results from a telephonic interview (see attached). The 
2/9/07 restriction is hereby withdrawn and replaced by that which appears infra. 

Election/Restrictions

Claim(s) 97 drawn to switch device(s) without variable optical attenuator(s) 
which contain an adiabatic groove. 

IV. Claim(s) 98 drawn to switch device(s) with variable optical attenuator(s) 
which contain an adiabatic groove. 

V. Claim(s) 101 drawn to switch device(s) without variable optical 
attenuator(s) which contain a birefringent index adjustment means. 

VI. Claim(s) 102 drawn to switch device(s) with variable optical attenuator(s) 
which contain a birefringent index adjustment means.
